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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 5, 7, 8, and 13 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see arguments filed 8/29/2005, with respect to claims 5, 
7, 8, and 13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 5, 

7, 8, and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brodmann et al. (US 
4,045,601) in view of Freeman (4,902,787) has been withdrawn upon further 
consideration and Applicants arguments filed 8/29/2005. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 5, 7, 

8, and 13, renumbered 1-4, are allowable upon consideration of applicants' information 
disclosure statement, arguments, and consideration of the prior art. 

The prior art most pertinent to the instant claims is Brodmann et al; (US 
4,045,601). However, Brodmann et al., do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed step 
of introducing a colorant into a melt of said polymeric material. 

None of the prior art of record teach or suggest the claimed process of 
introducing a colorant into a melt of said polymeric material to provide a base color 
shade, producing yarn from the internally dyed polymeric material, and externally dyeing 
said yarn to from a final color shade as recited by the instant claims.
